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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on November 4, 2005 has been entered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the plastic or rubber material of the 
seal must be shown in the cross sectional views as alternating thick and thin lines, the seal 
gasket and support ring forming the recesses or the features canceled from the claims. No new 
matter should be entered. See MPEP 608.02 for guidance. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
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claimed invention. The amended claim sets forth the clamping closure mechanism operating 
structure as comprising the outwardly extending elbow lever structure. The original disclosure 
sets forth the clamping closure mechanism comprising the outwardly extending elbow lever 
structure. See page 5. paragraphs 1 and figures 1 and 2. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, the claims are rejected for the following reasons: 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "each clamping closure mechanism operating structure" in 
line 26. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as depending from rejected 
base claims since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-3 appear to be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1'* and 2""* paragraphs, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion

disclosure. Various prior art closures teaching features similar to those disclosed and/or 
claimed are cited for their disclosures.
